Density 2...the sequel 


On May 13, three developer-led charrette teams 
share their visions for density and amenity in urban 
neighborhoods. On the following day, May 14, a 
series of discussions focusing on these issues will be 
led by nationally respected leaders engaged in the 
planning, design, financing, and revitalization of 
21st-century neighborhoods. 


The event is the Density 2 conference at 
Northeastern University sponsored by the BSA, 
MassHousing, the Federal Home Loan Bank of 
Boston, the national AIA Center for Communities 
by Design, and Northeastern’s Department of 
Architecture. This is an intensive two-day exam- 
ination of smart growth, sustainability, green design, 
development feasibility, social equity, affordable 
housing, and mixed-use development. 


In September 2003, the BSA hosted the national 
“Density: Myth and Reality” conference that drew 
approximately 400 planners, designers, public 
officials and others across the nation to Boston 

for a four-day exploration of the role of density 

in building vibrant communities. Numerous 
subsequent mini-conferences and gatherings in the 
Boston area have continued to focus on these issues 
over the past two years. 


Next month's Density 2 conference builds on this 
experience in a new way. Most of the models that 
architects, planners, public officials, community 
leaders and others rely on to plan and design 

urban neighborhoods are based on the late 19th- 
century and early to mid-20th-century models 

that were used the last time most American cities 
created urban neighborhoods, which were built 

for communities that were far more homogeneous 
economically, socially, ethnically and in other 
important ways. The charrette teams — each of 
which will include architects, planners, financial 
consultants, social-service specialists, and political 
and other community leaders — have been charged 
to propose and illustrate a mixed-income/mixed-use 
development that includes between 2,000 and 3,000 
housing units, These teams will join the national 
speakers on May 14 to explore the kinds of housing, 
main streets, public spaces, and other aspects of 
community-building that are appropriate for today’s 
far more diverse society.

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Dialogue XXIII: 
When will we learn? 


“Dialogue” is the occasional ChapterLetter column that 
seeks to provoke discussion about issues of significance. 


Architects just don’t seem to get it. While innovative 
buildings are often referred to as research projects 

in their own right, there is a puzzling deficiency 

in the common research methodology — there's 

no feedback. Some have equated this with a scien- 
tist who is confronted with a complex problem 
(program), which he cleverly develops into a hypo- 
thesis (a design). He then meticulously assembles an 
experiment (building), but as soon as his Petri dishes 
have been cultured (building occupancy), he hurries 
out of the lab without waiting to see what happens. 


Others have gotten it. The benefits of closing the 
feedback loop are not lost on government agencies, 
building scientists, and environmental psychologists, 
who've been learning from buildings in use for the 
past 40 years. Through post-occupancy evaluations 
and building-performance evaluations they have 
sought to optimize their services, reduce operating 
expenses, improve energy performance, validate 
occupants needs, and promote buildings that en- 
hance occupant productivity, health and well-being. 


However, if feedback is so good then why is it 

still so scarce? Part of the problem is that those 
practicing and promoting it have been distinctly 
‘others’. Environmental psychologists are often 
marginalized for ‘pointing out the obvious’, building 
scientists don’t seem to get the ‘art’ of architecture, 
and government agencies are, well, government 
agencies. Add to this a lack of awareness (both in 
academia and practice) of building science, disputed 
benchmarks for measuring a building's success, no 
established fee structure for rendering post-const- 
ruction services, a litigious and fragmented field of 
practice, and it’s a wonder architects get anything 
built at all — let alone return to their buildings to 
test their ‘hypotheses’. 


In today’s LEED-laden market, the benefits of 
enhancing building performance are mostly under- 
stood. However, the articulation and dissemination 
of the necessary steps for achieving better perfor- 
mance is often wanting. 


Therefore, these are our questions for you this 
month: How will post-occupancy and building- 
performance evaluation become integral to 
architectural practice? When will feedback 
become routine? Or, in other words, when will 
we learn?

Is your firm intern-friendly 


Throughout the country, the architectural profession 
is seeking more effective means of shaping firm 
cultures that enrich the working environment for 
interns and other young professionals. 


One relatively new website — www. insidearch.org — 
seeks to document the professional culture of design 
firms. With a different approach the AIA Educator/ 
Practitioner Network (EPN) is drawing on the 
experience of the National Architectural Accrediting 
Board to develop a set of mutually agreed upon 
standards of practice for architecture firms. And in 
Georgia, one of several states working on similar 
initiatives, the AIA state chapter has developed an 
intern-friendly firm program designed to promote 
architecture firms in Georgia that have programs in 
place to strengthen the internship experience (for 
details, visit www.aiaga.org/members/hottopics/intern. 


friendly.asp). 


A similar effort has been underway in Massachusetts 
during the past year. Led by Massachusetts IDP 
coordinator Jonathan Taylor, Assoc. AIA, the 
Massachusetts Inter-Architect Friendly Firm Program 
is a new effort to enrich the internship experience 
in Massachusetts while promoting Massachusetts 
architecture firms that have developed thoughtful 
and effective intern training/education/mentorship 
cultures. As has been the case in other parts of the 
country, architecture firms in Massachusetts could 
include their reputations as intern-friendly firms in 
their recruiting efforts while young designers could 
use the program database as one more element in 
the search for employment. 


To be included in the Massachusetts Intern-Architect 
Friendly Firm Program database, Taylor notes, 
architecture firms make a positive commitment 

to foster a firm-wide environment of learning and 
shared knowledge by providing comprehensive 
preparation of intern-architects preparing to take 
A.R.E. and to become competent practitioners as 
licensed professionals. 


The program guidelines focus on training and 
support of employees in the Intern Development 
Program, using IDP training standards to assist 
intern-architects in developing professional skills/ 
competence through a variety of opportunities in 
the workplace and beyond, establishing a program in 
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Jonathan Taylor, Assoc. AIA 
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which senior-level professionals serve as mentors for 
young designers, provide administrative/technical/ 
financial support for young designers preparing to 
take the A.R.E., and designating an in-house IDP 
coordinator as a resource for young designers.

Are you violating the new 
‘independent contractor’ law? 


When it comes to its employees, your firm plays by 
the rules. You pay overtime, allow leaves of absence 
and prohibit discrimination and harassment. You 
pay for workers’ compensation insurance, contribute 
to the unemployment insurance system, and with- 
hold appropriate payroll taxes. You realize that no 
firm is perfect but you aren't too worried about 
your firm being investigated or penalized for its 
employment practices. 


But what about independent contractors? Does 
your firm use designers and other workers in 
Massachusetts who it considers independent con- 
tractors? If so, your firm may be more vulnerable 
than you think. 


Until recently, determining whether a worker was 

an employee or an independent contractor involved 
several different legal tests, all of them hard-to-apply 
and involving numerous factors. The tests rarely 
yielded clear answers. In Massachusetts, the answers 
have become a lot simpler in the past year...but 
many firms may not like the answers. 


The Massachusetts legislature enacted a new law 

in 2004 making it much more difficult — and 
more dangerous — for employers to treat workers 
as independent contractors. Under the new law, a 
worker is an employee unless the firm that uses the 
worker's services can prove that: 
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connection with the performance of the service, 
both under his contract for the performance of 


service and in fact”; 


(2) the worker is providing a service that is 
“outside the usual course of the business of the 
employer”; and 


(3) the worker is “customarily engaged in an 
independently established trade, occupation, 
profession or business of the same nature as that 
involved in the service performed.” (M.G.L. c. 
149, § 148B) 


The new test is stricter than the old in two 
important respects. First, it was sufficient under the 
old test for a worker to be free from control and 
direction under his contract. The new law requires 
freedom from control both under the worker's 
contract and in fact. Even where a contract states 
that a worker is an independent contractor and that 
the worker will be allowed to work independently, 
the worker will nevertheless be an employee if the 
employer controls how or when the worker provides 
his or her services. 


Second, the old law required that independent 
contractors provide services that were either outside 
the employer's usual course of business or performed 
outside the employer's usual place of business. Under 
the new law, regardless of where the services are 
performed, they must be outside the usual course of 
the employer's business. 


Many Massachusetts employers will be unable to 
meet these criteria as applied to many workers 
currently being treated as independent contractors. 
In particular, many firms use workers whom they 
consider independent contractors to help conduct 
the firm’s regular business. For example, software 
companies use “independent contractors” to help 
develop products. Technology companies use 
independent contractors” to manage customer 
projects. Manufacturers supplement production 
during busy periods by hiring “independent con- 
tractors.” And, of course, design firms traditionally 
have used and continue to use ‘independent 
contractors’ to perform a broad variety of drafting 
and other tasks. All of these examples almost 
certainly violate Massachusetts law. 


Why should an employer worry if it is treating as 
an independent contractor a worker who, the 
new law says, is really an employee? Because mis- 
classifying the worker virtually always causes the 
employer to violate other laws. 


When a Massachusetts employer mischaracterizes 
an employee as an independent contractor, the 
employer probably: fails to pay the employee at 
least twice per month as almost always required 
by M.G.L. c. 149, section 148; fails to withhold 
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Massachusetts income tax from the employee's pay as 
required by M.G.L. c. 62B; and fails to pay workers’ 
compensation premiums for the employee. The 
employer may also fail to pay the employee overtime 
pay to which the employee could be entitled. 


The potential penalties for violating these statutes 
are draconian. Theoretically, employers — and the 
officers of corporate employers — are subject to 
criminal fines and imprisonment. Even if criminal 
prosecution is rare, employers — and the officers 
of corporate employers — are subject to civil fines 
of up to $50,000 per violation. The Massachusetts 
Attorney General’s office has issued an Advisory 
stating that it intends to enforce the new law 

“aggressively”. In addition, in some circumstances, 
employees who are misclassified as independent 
contractors can file their own lawsuits seeking triple 
damages and attorneys’ fees. 


Given the strict new law, all Massachusetts emp- 
loyers would be wise to review whether they are 
using ‘independent contractors’ who are actually 
employees under the new law. A contract describing 
a worker as an independent contractor will be no 
defense if the worker does not meet all three of the 
tests described above. Even the most conscientious 
employers may find a need to reclassify some of their 
‘independent contractors’ as employees.

Check your bid packages 


Implementing the new Massachusetts construction 
reform legislation is a joint effort of the Division of 
Capital Asset Management, the Inspector General, 
and the Attorney General. These three state agencies 
formed a Construction Reform Implementation 
Working Group to oversee the implementation 
process. 


Representatives of the Massachusetts Municipal 
Association, Associated General Contractors 

of Massachusetts, Associated Subcontractors of 
Massachusetts, and the Massachusetts Building 
Trades Council serve on the Working Group and 
I represent the BSA and AIA Massachusetts as a 
member of the Group. 


We have been reviewing state agencies’ and 
municipalities’ early experiences in contractor and 
subcontractor prequalification. It has come to our 
attention that in some projects the language of 


the filed sub-bid form fails to comport with the 
language required by the new statute. This error 
can affect sub-trade bids and leave the awarding 
authority vulnerable to a bid protest. This relates to 
subcontractor bonding. 


The new language of the subcontractor bid form 

is awkward in its wording but, in essence, states 
that the old rules apply on projects in which 
prequalification is optional — if general contractors 
request a bond from the subcontractor, than the 
general contractor must pay the premium. When 
prequalification is required, however, the subcon- 
tractor must provide the bonds. Leaving this 
language out of the bid form can result in sub-trade 
bids that do not include the bond price when the 
law requires that it be included. 


Section 22 of the new law (Chapter 193 of the 
Acts of 2004, newly amended by Chapter 507) 
changes the language of paragraph D of the bid 
form as follows: 


“(D) The undersigned agrees that, if he is selected 
as a sub-bidder, he will, within five days, Saturdays, 
Sundays and legal holidays excluded, after pre- 
sentation of a subcontract by the general bidder 
selected as the general contractor, execute with 
such general bidder a subcontract in accordance 
with the terms of this sub-bid and contingent 
upon the execution of the general contract and, if 
requested, to do so in the general bid by the general 
bidder, who shall pay the premiums therefor, or if 
prequalification is required pursuant to Section 44D 
3/4, furnish a performance and payment bond of 
a surety company qualified to do business under 
the laws of the Commonwealth and satisfactory 
to the awarding authority, in the full sum of the 
subcontract price.” 


Be sure that your bid packages reflect the new statute!
